THE COMMONS STILL VOTING 
DOWN AMENDMENTS. 

ALL EFFORTS TO MODIFY THE GOVERN- 

MENT’S BILL MET WITH AN ADVERSE 
MAJORITY—DAVITTY’S SPEECHES. 


LONDON, June 18.—The House of Com- 
mons this evening resumed debate on the Co- 
ercion bill, taking up the fifth clause, which 
deals with the proclaiming of districts. Henry 
Fowler, Liberal, proposed as an amendment tliat 
proclamations be made by order of the Privy 
Council instead of by the Viceroy. He urged 
that a change of such importance as the pro- 
claiming of a district should be made by the 1m- 
perial instead of by the Irish Executive. 

Mr. Balfour, Chief Secretary for Ireland, de- 
elined to accept the amendment. He reminded 
the House that the Government collectively were 
responsible for every act of the Irish Executive. 

Messrs. Healy, McNeill, Clancy, and Dillon, 
Nationalists, successively supported the amend- 
ment 

Mr. Gladstone suggested that the members 
should not spend any more of the short time at 
theircommandin futile discussion. It would 
be better, he said, to employ the remaining time 
in discussing weightier points. 

Mr. Smith said he was anxious to allow sufli- 
cient time for the discussion of substantial ques- 


tion. and he hoped the Opposition would assist 
the Government in this direction. 

Mr. Fowler oWered to withdraw his amend- 
ment.

THE EIGHT NEW DEPUTY INSPECTORS 
SWORN IN. 

ALBANY, N. Y., June 13.—The amendment 
to the factory law of last year, introduced 
by Senator McMillan, of Buffalo, and signed by 
Gov. Hill on May 25, has occasioned great 
excitement in -labor circles in view of the 
fact that eight deputy inspectors are created 
by it. The bill was inspired by Factory Inspect- 
ors Connelly and Franey, who found the 50,000 
manufacturing establishments of the State too 
many to permit of proper supervision by two 
men. Thelaw of 1886 prohibited the employ- 
ment of children under the age of 13 in manu- 
facturing establishments, and also made 60 


hours the limit of a week’s work for all women 
under 21 years of age and boys under 18 years 
of age in such establishments. The new law, 
besides creating the eight new positions,

THE BEHRING SEA: DISPUTE 


MORE MISSTATEMENTS ABOUT 
A MATTER OF RECORD. 
THE “‘ TRIBUNE” STILL MAKING FALSE 
ASSERTIONS REGARDING THE CON- 

TROVERSY OF 1821. 

WASHINGTON, June 13.—The New-York 
Tribune persists in distorting facts and misquot- 
ing the plainest provisions of treaties to make 
an issue on the Behring Sea question and to 
sustain the position that in respect to the 
Alaskan fisheries law and treaties have been 
ignored and the rights of United States citizens 
have been ignominiously surrendered. Its latest 
effort in this direction is embodied in a dispateh 
headed ‘‘ Washington” in to-day’s issue, loaded 
with statistics of the Alaskian Seal Company 








and bristling with inaccurate assertions. 
It is distinctly asserted, for instance, 
that “the controversy in 1821 between 
the United States and Great Britain 


on the one side and Russia on the other grew 
out of the claim of Russia to exclusive dominion 
over the coast islands and water between lati- 
tude 51° and latitude 55°.” Any one who ‘will 
take the trouble to look at a map will see at a 
glance that from the fifty-first to the fifty-fifth 
degrees of latitude is from about Queen Char- 
lotte’s Sound to Queen Charlotte’s Island, a dis- 
tance of not more than 300 miles, not touching 
Alaska atall, or, at the utmost, barely skirting its 
southern boundary. Was this what the United 
States and Russia bad a controversy about 
in 1821? The text of the Russian ukase of 1821, 
which called out the protest of Secretary Adams, 


was published in THE Times of May 29. It 
claimed territorial jurisdiction from the fifty- 
first degree of latitude to the forty-fifth degree, 
a distance, as Mr. Adams pointedly said, of 
fully 4,000 miles. Mr, Adams adds,in the dis- 
patches quoted, that the United States viewed 
with the greatest surprise such aclaim and was 
firmly persuaded that no attempt would be 
made to give effect to an interdiction so mani- 
festly against the rights of American citizens. 

Quotations from speeches of Mr. Sumner when 
the purchase of Alaska was under 4iscussion in 
the Senate are also brought in with references 
to ‘‘the waters of Alaska’ as meaning the Beh- 
ring Sea and the Sea of Ochotsk. r. Sumner 
was too good an international lawyer to use the 
term ‘‘ waters of Alaska” as implying more than 
the territorial waters which surrounded the 
Alaskan shores, and he knew, as every other 
well informed person knew, that the division 
lines named m the eession were simply carried 
from latitude 51° to 45°, not to inclose Behring 
Sea as a shut sea, but to take in the Aleutian 
Islands, which lay out in midocean more than 
900 miles from land, and which have hitherto 
formed the most valuable part of the cession, to 
the Alaskan Fur Company at least. 

The Tribune’s position on this question may 
be thus summarized; On the 21st of May it pub- 
lished a lehg communication from Mr. H. W. 
Elliott, of the Smithsonian Institution, whom it 
editorially indorsed as the ablest and best in- 
formed man in the United States on this ques- 
tion, asserting that Russia had claimed absolute 
dominion over the Behring Sea, and that neither 
the United States nor any other civilized power 
ever questioned that right untila year ago, and 
consequently it was ceded to us with our other 
rights in Alaska. THE TIMES met that assertion 
by showing that the incidental claim to such a 
right, put out by Russia in renewing a 


charter of a trading company in 1821, was met. 


by a most vigorous protest on the part of the 
United States through Secretary John Quincy 
Adams, and was not insisted on by Russia. Mr. 
Elliott replied in the Tribune of June 1, admit- 
ting this fact, which he had previously denied, 
and advancing a new proposition that the treaty 
of 1824, which settled this controversy between 
the United States and Russia, drew the line at 
certain points and expressly closing Behring 


Sea. THE TIMES rejoined by  publish- 
ing the material text of the treaty and 
showing that it did no_ such thing, 


but exactly the reverse. To this Mr. Elliott had 
no reply to make. The Tribune’s Washington 
dispatches now take up thesong and assert that 
the whole controversy in 1821 was about an in- 
significant tract of territory, thing. be which 
there has never been any international dispute, 
and that the waters of Alaska mean the ** Behr- 
ing Sea,” *whien every fact in every public docu- 
ment and discussion shows the contrary. It may 
be added that the statement made by the 7ribune 
that the dispatches in THE TIMES on this subject 
were inspired by Secretary Bayard and were 
written by an ofticer of the State Department is 
quite as accurate as the rest of its assertions 
and net more so. Secretary Bayard has never 
been spoken to or addressed in any way on the 
subject Dy any representative of Tur TIMEs, 
and no officer of the State Department has writ- 
ten one lineon the subject for THE Timers, It 
may also be stated as a piece ‘of information for 
the Tribune, that the instructions to the revenue 
cutters in the Alaskan seas are issued by the 
Secretary of the Treasury and not by the Secre- 
tary of State.

COFFEE PRICES TUMBLING 


THREE FIRMS CAUGHT IN THE 
ORASH, 
A GENERAL PANIC AND THE RUIN of 
MANY AVERTED BY THE ACTION 
OF A FEW BUSINESS HOUSES. 

The Coffee Exchange came near having a 
Black Monday yesterday. Three firms suspended 
and many others barely escaped rain by the 
timely aid of several houses who determined to 
avert a general crash. The amount involved in 
the three failures is at least $1,000,000. That 
represents only a small part of the day’s losses, 
for speculation in coffee had lately brought into 
the market many general traders of the kind 
who always watch for active dealings in which 
to turn their money. No place down town of- 
fered such temptations of this nature for the 
past few months as the Coffee Exchange. It 
was the common belief that a break must come, 
but as usual every speculator had faith in his 
own ability to get out. The first raid last week 
scared afew. With its continuance more money 
was withdrawn. Evidently over Sunday many 
more concluded to stand from under. 

The brokers yesterday morning found their 
desks filled with orders to sell. Accordingly the 
Exchange opened in great excitement, precipi- 
tated by a drop averaging over $1 @ bag for 
every month covered by speculation. The bears 
became jubilant and the bulls desperate. Both 
sides prepared for a tremendous contest. Before 
the first hour had passed nearly all the orders 
were for sales. Inthe next hour few purehas 
ers were courageous enough to step within the 
ring. Brokers and dealers heavily loaded with 
coffee were making frantic efforts to unload. 
The Exchange becaine a betilam. From time to 
time a few of those who had bolstered and nur-. 
tured the buying movement came to the front 
only to be beaten back in dismay at the offer- 
ings hurled at them. Midday passed with the 


scenes on the Exchange still of the wildest char- 
acter. Men had begun to fight for their fort- 
unes. The minutes dragged only too slowly for 
those who had anything to save. At 1 o'clock 
the tide of prices receded faster than in the early 
hours. Itseemed useless to battle against it, 
The few who clungto hope and dared continue 
to put up margins were becoming feebler. 

The tirst crash came at 1:30 o’clock, when B. 
G. Arnold & Co, sent notice from their office at 

7 Wall-street that they could not meet their 
obligations. This heaped confusion on the bulis, 
for Arnold & Co. had been their mainstay, tak- 
ing the lead not only as one of the oldest and 
strongest buyers in the market, but as the chief 
representative of the famous Brazilian syndi- 
cate, who have lately run up prices to marvel- 
ous figures. This failure also frightened the bears. 
The dealings of nearly every house doing an ex- 
tensive business had in some way touched Ar 
nold & Co. No one knew how far the failure 7 
might reach or who would be pulled aown by it. “9 
Prices stood still to await developments, while 
excitement and fear filled the market. At 2 
o’clock Mackey & Small, of 97 Front-street, sen 
word that they too had been unable to withstan 
the decline. Then the firm of Norton, Weyl & 
Bevan, of 100 Water-street, sent a similar mes- 
sage. 

Panic seized the market. Brokers waved their 
arms at each other around the ring and offered 
coffee at any price. The decline since morning 
had already beeu over 2 cents a pound. In @ 
few minutes another cent had been scaled from 
prices. With the demoralizing work of hours 
crowded ints minutes the market seemed about 
to find itself without a bottom, when Joseph J. 
O’Donohue came into the Exchange and stepped 
up to the ring. * 

‘“T’'ll take 25,000,” he shouted, when an ex- 
cited broker offered that number of bags of De- 
cember Rio at $15 40 per 100 pounds. 

Other brokers sprang toward him yelling their 
offerings.

Cuicago, June 13.—Since Saturday the 
crowd on ’Change has lost its faith in the clique’s 
peg, which it had been generally supposed was 
tirmly stuck inthe July wheat market at 85l>o 
cents. To-day the price of that future sold down 
to 8332, and no one would have been much sur- 
prised if the decline had continued until 80cents 
had been touched, and perhaps passed. Sut 
while it did not appear that the clique had a peg 
stuck anywhere, it was plain enough that it was 


unwilling that people should have the oppor- 
tunity yet awhile of getting July wheat for 
less than 83 cents. The market opened at 
8314, and the only loss recorded was a «ingle 
point shortly after the opening. Trading was 
not remarkably active, but what there was of it 
inclined toward the bull side. It was not doubt- 
ed that the om) quietly purchased alt the 
July wheat it could up to 83% cents. It is posi- 
tively known that Maurice Rosenfeld was an 
energetic buyer. After the close he made no 
secret of it. It is ache that he picked up 
several lots of 50,000 to 100,000 bushels on the 
curb, and was going around with an offer to buy 
any part of 5,000,000 bushels at 83% of any- 
body at any time before the opening to-day, 
when one of the big policemen on the premises 
put a stop to such irregular proceedings by dis- 
persing the crowd. 

Further reports went to show that a little 
later Mr. Rosenfeld’s office was the scene of a 
reception to any one who had a “ five” to sell at 
the price stipulated. Only the man who has in 
his possession the commodity speculated in is 
subject tothe expenses of carrying the same from 
month to month. The cost of carrying wheat is 
a little less than 2 cents a bushel; therefore, in 
order to place the different options on an equal 
footing at the start the price of September 
wheat must exceed that of June by the sum 
representing the cost of carrying cash wheat 
into September. At present June wheat is 
worth about 9242 cents, while the September 
future is selling at 78%, without taking into 
consideration the fact that the market will prob- 
ably be flooded with cheap new wheat, this state 
of things throws the burden of carrying upon 
the shoulders of the bears. Even making allow- 
ance for the effect of the new crop on the market, 
the prospect is not such as could induce many 
traders to sell Rosenfeld or any one else July 
wheat to-day at 83% cents. Besides the fact 
that the clique purchased all the wheat it could 
up to about 83% there was nothing of interest in 
to-day’s trading. The price of July was forced 
up to 84% by persons who were afraid to let 
their shorts go over another day, and when this 
was accomplished a moderately firm close at 
83% was recorded. 

There was very little gossip after to-day on 
the storage question. It seemed to be the gen- 
eral belief that the Board of Trade Directors, at 
their regular meeting to-morrow, wil! do a}l that 
it is possible to do té relieve the present 
pressure. This will be accomplished, so says 
the report, by Loctite Seat eb in some of the 
large warehouses, and declaring wheat stored 
therein to be regular according to its grade as 
established by the rules. It is expected that at 
least 1,000,000 bushels will in this way be added 
to the present regular capacity. It is said that 
the board has been informed by counsel 
that it has power to declare wheat in 
vessels and cars regular. If this proves 
s0 some decisive action is likely to be 
taken. Receivers say there 1s no trouble 
to speak of now, and that the accumulations on 
track are being rapidly worked off. No. 2 Spring 
wheat, on track, was offered to-day at 86 cents, 
or 6 cents below the current price in store, but 
the party willing to sellat that price was ad- 
vised to wait a little while, and assured that he 
would have no trouble in getting the wheat into 
store before the close of the month. Room was 
taken here to-day for 121,000 bushels of wheat 
to go out by lake. It is reported that one com- 
mission firm in this city has offered to the trunk 
lines 3,000 cars of wheat for New-York if they 
will carry it for 2u cents. This rate would not 
be much dearer than the figures now asked by 
lake and canal. Vhe water carriers have aa- 
vanced their views because of the pressure, but 
still there is little vessel room at the command 
of shippers.

A SENSELESS STRIKE. 

Sr. Lovis, June 13.—The most senseless 
strike that has ever occurred in St. Louis was 
inaugurated to-day by the shoemakers’ union. 
Last week a non-union man was engaged by 
the St. Louis Shoe and Slipper Company at a 
salary of $6 a week. The union shop committee 


immediately waited on President Hyman, of the 
company, and demanded the discharge of the 
man. They offered as a substitute a union man 
who had been discharged from another shop for 
incompetency. The company refused to engage 
the substitute or discharge the non-union man. 
Forty union men quit work this morning and in- 
duced 35 girls to go with them to sustain the 
cause. The strikers say the company insulted 
the union when President Hyman said he ought 
to have something to say about running his busi- 
ness. They allege that the union has sole con- 
trol of the shop. Ten non-union men were hired 
to-day, and the company say they will fight the

THE HAVEMEYER FIRE. 











BELIEF THAT THE REFINERY WAS DE- 
STROYED BY INCENDIARIES., 

Frederick Wein and Lewis Wilker, who 
have been missing since the fire in Havemeyer’s 
sugar refinery on Friday night, have not yet 
turned up, and the belief that they were burned 
is growing stronger. The Superintendent of the 
refinery is positive that every man eseaped. 
Even if Wilker and Wein were burned he thinks 


the fire was so hot that their bones will never 
be found. Fire Marshal Lewis puts the total 
loss at $910,000 and the insurance at $720,000. 
Although he has as yet found nothing to sub- 
Stantiate the theory, the Fire Marshal is still of 
the opinion that the fire is the work of an in- 
cendiary. He proposes to make a careful ex- 
amination of the place at which the fire broke 
out, when he can get down to it through the 
ruins. Itis well known that since the big strikes 
of ayear ago the Havemeyers have had many 
enemies among their workmen,any one of whom 
would have little hesitation avout destroying 
the property. The wife of Wilkins, one of tha 
mnissing men, has asserted rempounes that her 
husband bad no love for his employé@rs, and that 
he was authority for the statement often made 
that there were men in the retinery who would 
like to see it destroyed. 

The police think the two missing men were not 
burned, but are absent of their own free will. 
They may have known more about the origin of 
the fire than they care to make public. The 
statement that two men wearing red ribbons in 
their coats and known to some of the refiners as 
Socialists were seen about the building at the 
time of the fire is discredited by the police,

FROM HER FATHERS DOOR. 


WHY JAMES MURPHY MADE HIS DAUGH- 
TER LEAVE THE HOUSE. 

James Murphy, a former member of the 
Brooklyn Board of Education, was the subject 
of a visit on the part of his son and daughter to 
Justice Naeher yesterday. They wanted to have 
their father arrested, but were persuaded to 
wait a few days before proceeding to extremes. 
The trouble arose from the fact that Miss Mattie 
Murphy, the daughter, who is 20 years old, was 
put out of her father’s house, at 169 Grand- 


street, at midnight on Sunday, andjordered never 
to cross the threshhold again. 

‘*My father has been unkind to me,” she said, 
“ever since my brother James, who is a phy- 
sician in the employ of the Board of Health, 
married and went to reside at 86 South Fourth- 
stPeet. Father didn’t like the girl, although she 
is very nice, and refused to let the rest of us 
visit James. I did goto see him, however, and 
very frequentiy. I went there Sundhky night, 
and staid until 10 o’clock. Then James took me 
homg@, leaving me at the gate. I went straight 
to my room, and had been there a long time 
when father opened the door and began to 
abuse me for going to James’s house. I[ 
answered him, and he chastised me. Then he 
made me put on a few thin clothes and 
leave the house, I went to James's, 
and this morning he advised me to have father 
arrested for withholding my clothes. We went 
to see Justice Naeher, and he said,if after we 
made another demand, the clothes were not 
given tome he would issue a warrant. Iam 
going after them again to-morrow.” Dr. Murphy 
corroborated his sister’s story. 

No one was admitted to the elder Murphy’s 
home, and no information on the subject of his 
daughter’s abrupt departure was forthcoming. 
Mr. Murphy is wealthy, and is possessed of 
some influence in local politics. His other son, 
Thomas Murphy, principal of Public School No. 
30, sides with his father, and has frequently 
taken a hand in the punishment of his sister.

Our neighboring republic of Mexico seems 
to depend almost entirely on the brains and 
capital of this country for whatever of 
progress it is making in the useful arts of 
civilization. Mexican railroads are largely 
owned by citizens of the United States, 
Mexican mines are worked to a great ex- 
tent by miners drawn from this country, 
and now, when it has been decided that the 
health of the city of Mexico demands the 
drainage of the great valley in which 
the city is situated, it is American 
engineers and capitalists to whom this 
great and important sanitary work is 
intrusted. The contract which has just 
been awarded to a Cleveland syndicate 
is a heavy one, involving the building of a 
large canal around the city of Mexico, and 
connecting it with the lakes, so as thor- 
oughly to drain the valley. Itis but a part, 
however, of an extensive system of drain- 
age to be undertaken by the Mexican Gov- 
ernment, and if the contractors do their 
work properly, there is every reason to be- 
lieve that the entire work will be intrusted 
to them. 

















People not in the trade would find it diffi- 
cult to believe that a fall of two. centsa 
pound in the price of coffee conld mean ruin 
tomany. When it is said that this fall 
meant a decline of $800,000 in one day’s 
business in the Coffee Exchange the gravity 
of the change in price will be understood. 
On the face of it the business was highly 
speculative. The dealings yesterday repre- 
sented nearly a twelfth of our whole annual 
import, and must of course involve “ differ- 
ences” much more largely than actual cofiee, 
It is impossible to speak too highly of the 
dealers who undertook to take the coffee 
that was offered them at prices so unreason- 
able as to indicate and to insure a feeling 
of panic.

phe protectionists are not blind to the 
dilemma in which they are involved by 
their obstinate resistance to the reduction 
of taxation. They cannot help seeing that 
there may be very serious consequences 
from the accumulation of money in the 
Treasury, and they know, of course, that 
the only real remedy for this evil is to, repeal 
the taxes that bring in the money. But as 
that is what they have resisted by every 
means in their power, they are compelled to 
divert attention from their own responsi- 
bility in the matter and to try to throw the 
blame on some one else. The most conven- 
ient object of attack is the Secretary of the 
Treasury, with the President, who is ac- 
countable for his selection. The money 
goes into the Treasury. The Secretary has 
charge of it. If he can be made ac- 
countable for its management and 
for the effect of it on the country, 
then the public may refrain from consid- 
ering how the money got there, how it can 
be prevented from getting there, or how it 
can be got out. Accordingly, when Mr. 
MANNING did not use the money to buy 
bonds, being then engaged in strengthening 
the gold reserve so far as possible to avoid 
payments in silver, he was hounded for 
contracting the currency. When Mr. Farr- 
CHILD does buy bonds, as he is compelled to 
do for the sinking fund, within the fiscal 
year, then he is hounded for inflating the 
currency. And the President, who ap- 
proved both courses, since both were in- 
evitable, is roundly abused for first con- 
tracting and then inflating and now threat- 
‘ening again to contract the currency. Mean- 
while any remission of taxes on industry, 
which would both relieve the Treasury and 
promote legitimate enterprise, is denounced 
as injurious to the interests of American 
labor. 

The- fact is that the Administration has 
been guided in its Treasury policy by a de- 
sire to protect the best interests of the 
country so far as was possible under exist- 
ing revenue and currency laws. For these 
laws, with their cast-iron requirements, the 
Administration is not responsible. They 
were on the statute books when the Admin- 
istration took office. The revenue laws are 
substantially as they were enacted by the 
Republicans when in full possession of 
every department of the Government. The 
currency laws, so far as they seriously affect 
the present situation, were enacted at 
the first session of the Forty-fifth Con-

Attention has been drawn by recent 
eccurrences tothe quality of the material 
from which our juries are for the most 
part made up. Since the Sharp case 
was begun there have been nearly 2,000 
names drawn from the jury box, and a most 
remarkable proportion of those summoned 
have appeared to be persons of low intelli- 
gence and character or foreigners without 
@ competent knowledge of the English lan- 
guage. In another court yesterday Judge 
BeacH expressed his indignation at the 
quality of the material furnished for 
jurors. It seems as though the slums 
were dredged for the purpose of get- 
ting jurymen. The fault seems to be 
partly with the existing policy and 
partly with its administration. Thousands 
of men get exempted or excused for one rea- 
son or another, and the Commissioner of 
Jurors seems largely to leave out in his 
drafts for this service the classes of men 
best fitted to perform it. In speaking of the 
matter to a reporter yesterday Judge BarR- 
RETT suggested that a complete jury census 
should be taken and complete lists made of 
the persons legally liable toserve. If this 
were done and talesmen were fairly drawn 
from these lists all classesin the community 
would be represented, and yet noman would 
be likely to be called upon to serve more 
than five days once in two years. It is evi- 
dent that something should be done to re- 
form the present methods.

RAIL AND WATER COMPETITION. 

Representatives of the river and lake 
steamboat interests are holding a conven- 
tion at Cincinnati. Its object, as stated by 
the Chairman yesterday, is to effect a per- 
manent organization to resist the encroach- 
ments of railroads and promote the enforce- 
ment of the provisions of the inter-State 
commerce law against discriminations in 
rates. In plain‘terms the object seems to be 
to secure the enforcement of the long and 
short haul prohibition so far as the compe- 
tition of water routes is urged as a plea for 
its suspension. 

The question is not quite so simple as at 
first sight it may appear. The plea of the 
steamboat men has on the face of it a good 
deal of force. Transportation by water is 
admitted to be cheaper than transportation 
by rail. Why then are not the water routes 
entitled to the advantage, so far as concerns 
transportation between points which they 
reach, and why should not commerce be 
left to take its natural course? The steam- 
boat men contend that if it costs railroads 
more to carry merchandise a certain dis- 
tance than it costs to carry it by water, it 
should be left to go by water where natural 
routes for the purpose exist. The railroads 
should not be allowed to get a large share 
of the traffic by reducing their charges be- 
low the cost of service and making it up by 
higher charges upon traffic between inter- 
mediate points which is not affected by 
water competition. 

This is plausible, but it leaves out of sight 
some important elements of the problem. 
It assumes that the railroads reach out for 
through traffic from competitive points for 
the mere purpose of getting it and when 
there is no real profit to be derived from it, 
and make up actual losses by high local 
rates. It would be difficult to assign a mo- 
tive for such a policy as that. It is to be re- 
membered that railroads which have been 
built where they come in competition with 
water routes at one or more points have 
certain expenses of operation that are 
virtually fixed and not materially in- 
creased by additional traftic over the lines. 
While they could not take the competitive 
traffic if they were dependent upon that 
alone, they may be able to add it to their 
local traffic, even at very low rates, and find 
an advantage in it Notwithstanding the. 
low rates at which it is taken, the addition 
made to the revenue of the road may be 
considerably greater than the increase of 
operating expenses involved, considering 
that the road must run its trains anyway 
to accommodate its local business. In con- 
sidering the question of rates and cost in 
such a case, therefore, we are not to regard 
what the competitive traffic by itself would 
cost as compared with transportation by 
water, Lut what is the increase in the cost 
of operation on account of it.. The local 
charge for intermediate points may be great- 
er than the through charge from com- 
petitive points and still be lower than it 
would be if the roads were deprived alto- 
gether of the through traffic. Hence, the 
question whether railroads can fairly com- 
pete with water routes in through business 
is not a question whether they could take 
the same merchandise at the same points 
and carry it the same distance at the same 
cost, but whether, having their lines estab- 
lished and under expense for operation, 
they can add this competitive through busi- 
ness at a charge as low as that of the water 
routes and derive a profit from it. If they 
can, it is not only an advantage to them 
but to the intermediate points which they 

serve, whose rates are not increased thereby, 
but may be reduced, although they may 
still be higher than the through rates. 

This subject involves one of the numerous 
complexities that have grown up in the de- 
velopment of our railroad system. The 
railroads have been compelled to adapt 
themselves to a great diversity of circum- 
stances and conditions, part of which is 
caused by competition with water routes at 
numerous points. How far they have vio- 
lated just principles in meeting this compe- 
tition and been guilty of unjust discrimina- 





tion against non-competitive points is per- 
haps one of the things to be ascertained and 
corrected, but that water competition does 
not in any case justify alower charge for 
the long than for the short haul is a position 
that cannot be maintained. 


THE EXCLUSION OF PAUPERS. 

Itis the Inman Steamship Company now 
that refuses to carry back a party of paupers 
which it had brought to this port in one of 
its boats.

‘No technical 
meaning,” said he, ‘‘ is to he given to the 
words ‘ permitted to land,’ but they are to 
be construed as referring to permission to 
enter the country.” 

At the same time the agents of the Anchor 
Line were informed by the Treasury De- 
partment that the Commissioners were the 
Sole judges upon the question whether im- 
migrants ought to be excluded by the terms 
of the law. On the same day Collector 
ROBERTSON was directed to refuse clearance 
to the Devonia unless the company should 
produce one Moses ROSENSTEIN, whom the 
Commissioners had excluded, and who had 
escaped from the ship through the con- 
nivance, as it was alleged, of the ship’s 
officers. 

A few days later the Anchor Line yielded. 
The company had set up the plea that unless 
the Commissioners’ examinations were made 
on board ship their decisions could not 
be enforced. It was soon discovered, how- 
ever, that examinations at Castle Garden 
were much more convenient for both par- 
ties. In a letter addressed to the Commis- 
sioners on Aug. 7, 1884, the managers of the 
Anchor Line said: “In order to facilitate 
matters, we agree to receive back on board 
each steamer of the line by which passen- 
gers may arrive, all of such that may be re- 
jected by you a& likely to become a public 
charge.” The company furnished bonds in 
the case of ROSENSTEIN, and the Devonia 
departed with clearance papers. 

In the Slovitz case the Supreme Court 
was asked to grant a stay of proceedings. 
The application was denied by Judge Bart- 
LETT. The case of KEARNEY was brought 
before Judge Brown, of the United States 
District Court, who was of the opinion that 
the law required the examination to be 
made onthe ship. It was shown that, by 
the instructions of the Treasury Depart- 
ment, Castle Garden was to bo regarded as 
part of the ship so far as examinations un- 
der the law were concerned. But it could 
not be shown that the deck of the ves- 
sel had been extended so as to include 
Ward’s Island, and as Krarnrey had 
been examined on the island Judge 
Brown ordered that he should be 
discharged and permitted to enter 
the country. The decision, however, did 
not affect the established opinion that the 
power to say whether an immigrant should 
be excluded or not had been vested in the 
Commissioners, This opinion was affirmed 
in the case of the Bosnian gypsies one year 
later by Judge CULLEN, of the Supreme 
Court. Judge BRown’s decision seemed to 
require that all examinations should be 
made on board ship. The companies after- 
ward agreed, however, that they might be 
made at Castle Garden. The Boston Com- 
missioners will find in the case of the De- 
vonia and ROSENSTEIN a precedent for their 
recent action with regard to the Cephalonia. 

It appears to have been clearly established 
that if the Commissioners’ examinations are 
made on board ship (or at Castle Garden, 
by mutual agreement,) their decisions 
are final and must be respected. Conse- 
quently it isa waste of time and money to 
defy the Commissioners’ orders. 








MOST’S MOB. 

There was an Anarchist picnic in Wee- 
hawken on Sunday, as our readers are al- 
ready aware. There was the usual effusion 
of Anarchist oratory in various dialects 
of the German language. Ail Princes and po- 
tentates, all men who by honest work have 
earned their livings and saved money, and 
all men who wear clean shirts were exposed 
in all their enormity, and the woes of 
dynamite denounced against them. The 
meeting differed from other Anarchist meet- 
ings only in a bit of practical anarchy, 
which is to be attributed to the weakness 
of the Weehawken police. In the course of 
a general fight one or two men were badly 
injured, especially one whose offense was 
that he waved an American flag by way of 
a counter-demonstration to the waving of 
red flags by the Anarchists. 

A free fight is not an unusual incident of 
a picnic in the suburbs of New-York. The 
difference between this fight and other 
fights at picnics is that at other picnics 
fights are merely a means of social enjoy- 
ment, whereas an Anarchist picnic has for 
its object to promote a free fight with every- 


thing and everybody. An Anarchist en- 


gaged in the practical dissemination 
of Anarchy ought to be dealt with 
more severely than an ordinary 
blackguard, for the reason that he 
is not only actually but avowedly an 


enemy of civilization and society, and en- 
deavors to convert others to his views. We 
have a very strong prejudice in this country 
against limiting the freedom of speech, no 
matter how much it may be abused, until it 
actually bears fruit in illegal action.

It is strange and not creditable to the po- 
lice that no light should have been shed 
upon the question how MAGDALENA ZORN 
came to her death a fortnight ago. If the 
police had acted promptly some trace might 
have been found that is now irrecoverably 
lost. They met the difficulties of the case 
by refusing to believe that a crime had been 
committed. There was indeed a complete 
absence of any apparent motive for murder, 
but throwing out the hypothesis of murder 
did not in the least relieve the case of its 
difficulties. In fact, the theory of suicide 
and the theory of accidental death are quite 
as untenable as that which the police dis- 
missed as not worth investigation. The 
place where the body was found was one to 
which it was in the last degree unlikely 
that the child would have found her own 
way. If such an examination as the case 
required had been made at once on the dis- 
covery of the body the exhumation now 
ordered would have been as unnecessary as 
it is likely to be fruitless. 











The decision finally reached by the Gate 
City Guard, of Atlanta, not to visit Europe 
at all on account of England’s refusal to ad- 
mit the ergaiitaanilitea her soil armed and 
equipped, will disappoint many of its ad- 
mirers as well as some of its members, and 
perhaps prevent them from taking any sort 
of pleasure in the approaching celebration 
of the Queen’s jubilee. The Georgia com- 
pany had not only proposed to visit gate 
cities of Europe, to see how they compare 
with our own, but had contemplated march- 
ing over the Alpsinemulation of HANNIBAL, 
besides giving exhibitions of their profi- 
ciency in drill in various capitals before the 
military authorities. The unfavorable ac- 
tion of the British lion in the premises will, 
it seems, prevent any part of this interest- 
ing programme from being carried into 
effect. It is difficult to imagine how the 
proposed tour of the Guards could possibly 
have imperiled the British Isles, but the 
ground taken seems to be that it would 
break regulations and establish bad prece- 
dents, and cautious John Bull nowadays is 
not taking any chances of invasion, whether 
from a possible column of French troops ap- 
proaching under the Channel by tunnel or 
an actual company of Georgia militia moy- 
ing across the ocean by steamer. 





The International League of Peace and 
Liberty has decided to hold its next annual 
meeting at Geneva on the 4th of Septem- 
ber, and, unless other subjects should mean- 
while demand attention, to prepare for the 
discussion of only two, the establishment 
of an international tribunal and the Alsace- 
Lorraine question. So far as the former 
topic is concerned, Autumn will obviously 
be quite time enough for its consideration, 
since the prospects of establishing sucha 
tribunal are by no means brilliant just yet. 
But the fate of Reichsland Germany seems 
disposed to settle off-hand, without waiting 
for the advice of the International League. 
The Reichstag has been busily discussing 
the bill for the selection of Burgomasters in 
the annexed provinces outside of the Com- 
munal Council, while the expulsion of per- 
sons accused of intriguing there jin French 
interests is going on with vigor. After all, 
whatever may be the present decision of the 
German Parliament, itis doubtful whether 
the Alsace-Lorraine problem will be finally 
solved by it, and the Geneva assembly can 
safely count on an opportunity for discuss- 
ing this question not only at its next meet- 
ing but at several others to come. 


Gov. HiILy is to have a hearing to-day 
upon the “‘ Actin relation to the use of bicycles 
and tricycles.” Thisigs known to wheelmen as 
the “Liberty bill,” and has sometimes been 
called the bill to ‘admit bicycles to Central Park.” 
In fact, it has no such special or limited scope, 
for itapplies to every park in the State. Its ob- 
jectis to give to wheelmen in parks the exact 
measure of rights—no more, no less—which the 
common law grants themon all public thorough- 
fares. The necessity for the bill arises from the 
fact thatcommon law stops at the Park bound- 
aries. Within parks the Commissioners’ will 
alone is law, and that will has heretofore been 
implacably exercised against wheelmen. Per- 
haps that conservative course was wisest. But 
wheelmen have now become a numerous class, 
andit is evident that the sport has come to stay. 
The bill has been somewhat criticised for limit- 
ing the discretion of Park Commissioners, but 
such critics, it may be imagined, have not read 
the bill through, as section 3 expressly reserves 
to those officials the right to regulate the con- 
ditions upon which these vehicles—‘ the poor 
man’s horse’—may be admitted to the people’s 
pleasure grounds. Although the bill was con- 
siderably discussed, there was evoked none of 
that excited opposition which was caused by the 
Parade bill, nor, in fact, does thero appear any 
reason why the Governor may not sign it with 
due regard for the public good.

WALL-STREET TALE. 


The bears had something of an innings on 
the Stock Exchange yesterday. With the ex- 
ception ef two or three specialties all the stocks 
on the list were soft and yielding, and when the 
market closed the quotations generally showed 
fractional declines as compared with the closing : 
prices of Saturday. There was almost universal 
agreement though that these downward fluctu- 


ations represented clique work rather than the 
result of a sacrifice of “long” stock by invest- 
ors. Many professional bear tricks were played 
openly, notably in the way of manipulation tac- 
tics to affect the money rate. All of a 
sudden there came a twist in the 
loan crowd, and the rate kited up in a jiffy from 
5 per cent. to 10 percent. Prices of stocks fell 
in sympathy with this apparent tightening of . 
money, and the bear contingent made merry , 
till just at the close in marched the representa- 

tive of one of Wall-street’s biggest banks, who 

loaned $500,000 in one lump at 5 per cent., and 

offered to provide twice that much more on the 

same terms if it were wanted. There were no 

bids for it; the 10 per cent. rate had been 

smashed; but the bears for all that went home 

with increased confidence, for they had con- 

vinced themselves and others too that the money 

market was in a pretty sensitive condition. 





A banker oftonsequence, who discussed this 
sudden twist in the money rate, insisted that it 
could in nowise be taken as any indication that 
the money market of the country was in an un- 


safe condition. A flurry in loans on the New- 
York Stock Exchange, he urged, has no signifi- 
cance whatever so far as the rest of the land is 
concerned. There is au abundance of money in 
this country to-day the like of which has never 
before been known. In the West and in the 
South everybody is prospering. Every interior 
bank shows gains in wealth; capital beyond all 
computation is active and ready for all calls. To 
uphold these views the banker cited a case that 
has come under his notice within the last few 
days. Thecity of St. Louls, having some mill- 
ions of water bonds falling due this Summer, 
after having run for 20 years at 6 per cent., de- 
termined to refund them in 319 per cents, and 
some of the city’s financial agents came to New- 
York last Spring to see about gettinga syndicate 
to take the entire loan. Failure attended the 
effort.. Banks, insurance companies, rich men of 
the town, all declined the investment. Money 
was too scarce, they ‘said; there was 
going to be financial trouble before Spring 
was over; a safe 3lop per cent. bond 
at par might be a fair investment under ordi- 
nary circumstances, but—well, there was too 
great a danger of a money panic. The financial 
agent went home, New-York didn’t want the 
loan and.wouldn’t take it. What did St. Louis 
do? Continue her ola 6 percent. bond, think 
you? Not St. Louis. The 34 per cents were 
placed at the disposal of local bankers, and the 
result has been that already—before the bonds 
are ready for issue—the whole amount prac- 
tically has been taken right there in St. Louis. 
The town’s own citizens have come in and 
bought them over the local counters, and mads 2 
not the slightest fuss about it. That does look 
as if New-York hasn’t all the money in the land 
just at present. St. Louis is not our only pros- 
perous city. ar

CORINTHIAN YACHT CLUB BRINGS 
OUT A FINE FLEET OF BOATS. 


The Corinthian Yacht Club, a young but 
¢virile organization, held its first annual regatta 
yesterday and scored a great success. The re- 
gatta was an unusually good one for a begin- 
ning, both in the size of the fleet and the impor- 
tance of the entries. The weather early in the 
day was characterized by a light breeze from, 
north by east. Later the yachts had a rat- 

: tling sailing breeze, two points free, going out 
oe to the lightship, and a good bit of wind going 
back to the Hook. Inside that unhappy point of 
‘demarkation between wind and no wind they 
met a strong ebb tide and a condition of dol- 
drums that made the beat up to the finish a long 
and unhappy series of calms, interrupted only 
by cat’s-paws of the smallest and meanest kind. 

The tug Luckenbach, as usual, was the com- 
mittee’s boat, and the Regatta Committee con- 
sisted of Eben Clark, Dr. J. C. Barron, Dr. John 
Woodbury, and W. H. Plummer. Mr.’ Clark and 
Mr. Plummer were the working members aboard 
the Luckenbach, and it is safe to say thata new 
Regatta Committee never discharged its duties 
,more to the satisfaction of all concerned. The 
start was made from an imaginary line drawn 
from Fort Wadsworth to a stakeboat. The 
course for the special, first, second, and third 


classes was the usual one out around the Sandy 
Hook Lightship and back to Buoy 15. The 
fourth class turned the Scotland Lightship 
as its outer mark. The other classes rounded 
Buoy 16, on the East Bank, and Buoy li, off 
Point Comfort, before returning to Buoy 15. 
The start was made with alight wind, north by 
east, and the tide on the last of the ebb, and 
was madé inthe English style, all boats being 
a timed by the starting signal. The sloop Cin- 

: derella, being in a class by herself, went into the 
class above, taking the allowance for the lowest 
limit of that class, 56 feet, thereby losing allow- 
ance for 4 feet, her length being 52 feet. The 
start for the first three classes was at 11:25 and 
for the others at 11:30. The big yawl Cythera 
mistook the preparatory signal for the start and 
went across the line too soon, thereby being 
forced to return and narrowly escaping a handi- 


ta 

The Galatea, as usual, got over first, breaking 
put her ~ topsail and setting her spinnaker im- 
mediately after crossing the line. The Atlantic 
sent up her balloon jib topsail and luffed across 
the Galatea’s stern. She gota big lot of head- 
way by hauling up on the wind a bit, and ran 
ahead of the Galatea almost at the start. The 
Ulidia, sailed by the Admiral of the club, E. M. 
Padelford, was the third boat over the line. 
Then followed the Cinderella, Fanita, Stranger, 
Huren, Vision, Cythera, Kangaroo, Delvyn, Co- 
rinne, Alexander F., Petrel, Culpit Fay, Beatrice, 
and Gleam in the order named, 

All hands sent up spinakers, and it was a very 
pretty fleet that stood down the Bay. Off Hofi- 
man Island the Atlantic was leading the Gala- 
tea by about two ship’s lengths. The Stranger, 
running close along the West Bank, was leading 
the rest of the fieet, followed by the Cinderella, 
> -Huron, Fanita, and Ulidia, with the others in 
the rear. When the boats were nearing the 
Swash Channel they met a substantial ground 
swell, which made them roll a little, and for a 
few moments the Galatea gained on the Atlantic. 
Off the Bell buoy the Stranger, which had been 
foing excellent sailing, was leading the 
fieet, and all hands were rolling a good 
deal. The Atlantic and Galatea stood well up 
to the eastward of the Ship Channel, and both 
had to jibe to make Buoy 10. The Atlantic 
made a smooth jibe at 12:29,and the Galatea 
jibed ‘‘all standing” at 12:31. This move put 
the Galatea to windward, but the Atlantic kept 
off a point and ran through her lee, The yachts 
rounded Buoy 10 as follows:

The breeze came in from the northeast while 
the yachts were butting against the strong in- 
coming tide at the point of the Hook, and 
changes in the positions of the fleet began at 
once. The Atlantic, having stood well inside 
the Hook to avoid the force of the tide, lost by 
the breezing up of the wind, and the Galatea 
drew out ahead of her as the fleet went outward, 
The Cythera began to do some magnificent sail- 
ing at this point, and with the good whole-sail 
wind went boiling through the water in a grand 
i manner. Having entered at three-quarters of 
\: her rating as an allowance for rig, she hada 
i time allowance of 13 minutes 30 seconfs, and at 

this stage of the contest looked a certain win- 
ner, and she would have scored a signal victory 
had it not been for subsequent misfortunes. 
The changes which the breeze wrought in the 
fleet are best shown by the time at Buoy 5, off 
the point of the Hook, here given:

Outside the Hook the Galatea went to the 

fore in a manner that must have put Mrs. 
Henn’s pet coon in admirable humor. There 
Was a good swell onand tbe big cutter went 
throughit like a knife. The Stranger took in 
her big gib toptail, and the Galatea followed 

q suit at 2:02. The Atlantic got hers into the 

water and tore it a little, andin the trouble she 
had in getting it aboard luffed so that the 

Galatea went well ahead of her. The Cythera 

was closing on them splendidly, when away 
went her topmast short off at the yoke, 
bringing down her topsail and jib topsail 
in a great tangle. She cleared away 
4 the wreck smartly and stood on for the 
lightship, but she was out of the race. The 
wind had now hauled to the north and was pip- 
ing merrily, so that all hands were rushing 
through the waterin afine style. The Atlantic 
set her baby jib topsail at 2:12, and it worked 
like acharm. She gained on the Galatea hand 
over hand, and at 2:18 they had a lufting match. 

The Atlantic luifed close up and the Galatea 

closer. Then the Atlantic suddenly put up her 
helm and ran through her opponent’s lee. The 

Galatea set her baby jib topsail at 2:21, and 

after that held the Atlantic excellently. Those 
that went to Sandy Hook Lightship rounded it 
as follows:

The Atlantic had gained 2 minutes 5 seconds 
on the Galatea in the reach from Buoy 5 to the 
lightship, which was really the best bit of racing 
of the day. The breeze freshened so much while 
the boats were racing in toward the Hook again 
that the Cinderella had to take in her topsail, 
but she reset it before reaching Buoy 5 on her 
way back. The change of the wind to the north 
made the fleet nearly close hauled, as the course 
in from the lightship is west-northwest. The 
Atlantic passed Buoy 5 on the way in at 3:16:15 
and the Galatea at 3:17, thus showing that the 
Galatea had gained 45 seconds on the reach in. 
About this time the Fanita and Dlidia, which 
had been around the Scotland Lightship, were 
going for Buoy 10. The Fanita rounded at 
3:20:10 and the Ulidia at 3:25:22. The cime of 
the others at Buoy 10 was as follows:

From this time to the finish the race was one 
exasperating drift, with an occasional breath of 
. wind to favor first one and then another. Near 
the end of the race the Galatea contrived by 
favoring puffs to get ahead of the Atlantic, but 
in standing toward the Narrows on the port tack 
she had the tide on her weather bow and was 
forced away off. The Atlantic hauled up closer 
on the wind, lee-bowed the tide, set the bal- 
loon jib topsail, and from an apparently 
bad position walked across and ahead 
of the fleet. and finished first. It was 
nearly dark when the last boats crossed. The 
Cythera took a tow inside the Hook and went 
home, but when the Fanita was last seen she 
was anchored on the East Bank to prevent the 
ebb tide from carrying her to sea again. The 
winners of the regatta were the Atlantic, Cin- 
derella, Ulidia, Culprit Fay, Kangaroo, and 
Gleam. The prizes are pewter mugs, with the 
Corinthian flag and the winning vessel’s name 
enameled on them. Each amateur member of 
the winning crew will receive a similarsmueg.

““Oh, yes it is,’ said the Grand Chamberlain, 


“if you take gas.” And there you have 
&@ specimen of the odd mixture of 
ancient gallantry and romance with very 
modern humor tbat is found in the 
popular comic opera libretto of the present day, 
The Captain would have been in a very bad 
Plight if his rotnd and jolly cousin Jacquette 
(La Béarnaise) had not followed him from Paris 
to Parma, put on male attire, and by her alert- 
hess outwitted the Duke’s detective, a nimble 
gentleman who wore a sleepless, practicable eye 
in the crown of his hat. 

Perpignac admired the Duke’s niece, Countess 
Bianca, but when (under the spell of that sleep- 
less eye) he expressed his admiration to her, and 
the Conrt was summoned to witness a dental 
operation, it was found, strangely enough, 
that the Captain’s cousin, Jacques, was the 
Countess's lover, and it was he, not Perpignac, 
who was forthwith ordered to marry Bianca. 
Again, when the galiant Captain declared his 
love for his cousin, then wearing petticoats for 
a change, and the Court was once more awak- 
ened, everybody was survrised to find the agea 
Chamberlain instead of Perpignacin the culprit’s 
place, and the Chamberlain was commanded 
to take Jacquette to wife. That rural 
diplomat was too wary, however, to be tied for 
lite to,an aged punster whose only claim to re- 
spect lay in his profound knowledge of events 
occurring nearly—-300 years after histime. In 
the end Jacquette and the Captain, with all his 
teeth, were married, and the Countess took pity 
on the Chamberlain. 

This is a capital story for an operetta, and in 
adapting it to the tastes of an American audience 
Mr. J. Cheever Goodwin has avoided improprt- 
ety and made a plentiful use of contemporary 
phraseology of a kind thatis better understood 
by the frequenters of the Hoffman House than 
by the Faculty of Johns Hopkins Uuiversity. 
Mr. Hopper’s part is provided with 128 * local 
gags,’ some of them brand new. To these Mr. 
Hopper last evening added several of his own 
invention, and he will increase the number to an 
alarming extent, if he is not disciplined, before 
the new piece has run its course. 

The music is dajnty, sensuous, and altogether 
superior to that of the dull operettas recently 
imported from Germany. It has Gallic vivacity 
and sparkle, and is not often reminiscent. The 
second act, including a lullably, beautiful in} 
itself and droll because of the context, a- 
duet, a trio, and a spirited finale, is the 
most melodious portion of the piece, but there 
are ataking pianissimo chorus and a solo for 
Jacquette in Act I. that caught the' fancy of the 
house last evening, and the short, brisk third 
act is tuneful enough. So that, with good music 
“< a good libretto, ‘‘ Jacquette” ought to make 
@ hit. 

Mme. Cottrellye pertrayed Jacquette with 
abundant spirit and humor. Her ability as a 
comedienne has not had a stronger test lately. 
Mr. Hubert Wilke was the handsome lady- 
Killer, and Miss Manola,a conscientious and 
well equipped artist, the Countess Bianca, Mr. 
Hopper, as we have already intimated, 
was in his natural element. He wore a 
new kind of nose and his own legs. Wandering 
about the ducal palace in the dark, with the aid 
ofa bull’s eye lantern, it occurred to him that 
earthly affairs often take on a new aspect under 
the sudden glare of a bright light. It was then 
learned that the President of the United 
States recently went a-fishing, and that 
the record of the New-York Baseball Club 
isinot what It ought to be. Mr. D’Angelis, as the 
agile detective, performed a gymnastic feat of 
great skill and daring. Mr. Macdonough contrib- 
uted a satisfactory bit of low comedy. The 
chorus was well-trained, and Signor de Novellis 
led the band with his usual tact. The operetta 
was richly mounted with three fine stage pict- 
ures from the brush of Mr. Goatcher, and taste- 
ful, expensive dresses.

Hanover, N. H., June 13.—This is the 
most delightful season of the year in this section 
of New-England, and, with the exception of the 
ruins of the great fire, Hanover never presented 
amore attractive appearance. Commencement 
week begins on Sunday, June 26, and the usual 
signs of its near approach are visible on every 
hand. The proverbial Commencement dust al- 
ready fills the airand chokes and envelops the 
pedestrian in the neighborhood of the campus.

A few Commencement visitors are already ip 
town, but there will not be as many strangers 


here as usual. owing to the lack of good hotel ac- 
commodations, occasioned by the total destruc- 
tion of the Dartmouth Hotel in the big fire. The 
college has purchased the ground on which the 
hotel stood, the most conspicuous location in 
the village; and it is probable that before June, 
1888, a substantial hostelry will be erected for 
the entertainment of visitors. Hanover might 
be made quite a Summer resort if it possessed 
the necessary hotel facilities, for the climate is 
healthful and bracing, the society cultured and 
aristocratic, the drives numerous and pictur- 
esque, and the library open on certain days for 
the use of strangers. The cojlege has also pur- 
chased the former residence of the late Prof. 
Sanborn, on Faculty-avenue, adjoining the bank, 
but it remains to be seen what disposition will 
be made of the building.

AIMS OF A SYNDICATE. 

POUGHKEEPSIE, June 13.—A strong syndi- 
cate has been formed and incorporated under 
the laws of New-Jersey, under the title of the 
Pennsylvania and New-England Construction 
Company, for the purpose of establishing a com- 
plete through line, under one management, from 
Slatington, Penn., to Hartford, Conn.,and Spring- 


field, Mass., by the purchase and consolidation 
of such existing roads as can be made use of, 
and the construction of such new portions as 
may be necessary. It has already obtained a 
controlling interest in the Hartford and Con- 
necticut Western Railroad, and has had some 
negotiations with the New-York and Massachu- 
setts, but the new owners of that property have 
hitherto declined to consider any proposition ex- 
cept for a trattic arrangement, which is not de- 
sirable. and it is therefore proposed to build 
a new line from here to some point 
on the Hartford and Connecticut, near Ross. A 
charter for a branch from Tariffville, Conn., to 
Springfield has been obtained, andit will be 
built during the present season. On the west 
side the Pennsylvania, Siatington and New-Eng- 
land Road, from Slatington, Penn., to Pine 
Island, N. Y¥., which is partly completed, has 
been purchased in the interest of the same 
syndicate, and from Highland to Pine Island 
éither road now existing will be takeninor @ 
new line will be built to thé Poughkeepsie 
Bridge. ’ 

The entire project is expected to take form 
within a very tew days, having been delayed by 
the uncertainty of theaction of the Legislature. 
Gen. James W. Husted and the entire party here- 
tofore interested 1n the Storm King project, hav- 
ing abandoned that, expect to come into this, 
and an effort is being made to have the general 
offices and headquarters of the entire concern 
located here, 


A QUESTION OF GUARANTEE. 

CINCINNATI, June 13.—There will be liti- 
gation with reference to the supposed guarantee 
by the Cincinnati, Hamilton and Dayton Rail- 
road Company of 31a per cent. on 20,000 shares of 
the common stock of the Dayton and Michigan 
Road which was last week sold at 70 cents by 
the Stayner-Ives syndicate to David Sin- 


ton and the Emery Brothers, of this 
city. The Dayton and Michigaf’ is under 
perpetual lease to the Cincinnati, Hamilton 
and Dayton Ruilroad. By the terms of the lease 
the Cincinnati, Hamilton and Dayton guaran- 
teed 315 per cent. dividends upon all common 
stock of the Dayton and Michigan held by out- 
siders, but the guarantee did not extend to the 
large block of this stock held. by the leasing 
company. The question now is whether this 
block of stock, which has been held by the leas- 
ing company for 17 years, becomes a gurranteed 
stock by virtue of its now being sold to out- 
siders. 

A mortgage for $2,000,000 has lately been 
placed by the leasing company, and is made a 
lien upon the earnings of the leased road. Hold- 
ers of this mortgage maintain that the stock in 
question cannot be given a guarantee which will 
be ahead of the new mortgage, which was made 
before a liability upon this stock was thought of. 
It is plain, however, that if any guarantee exists 
upon this stock itis anead of the mortgage. If, 
on the other hand, this stock is not guaranteed, 
it is entitled to the surplus earnings of the leased 
road, which last year amounted to 15 per cent. 
It is believed here that whatever solution may 
be reached as to this stock, it will not be to the 
advantage of the syndicate or company selling it. 


THREE FORECLOSURES ORDERED. 


BuFFALo, N. Y., June 13.—Three metions 
were made before Judgé Childs to-day for judg- 
ment of foreclosure and sale of mortgages 
against the Buffalo, New-York and Philadelphia 
Railroad. All were granted. The first was 
the consolidated mortgage bonds for $7,000,- 
000, and Sussex D. Davis, of Phila- 
delphia, was appointed Referee to sell. 


The sale will take place at Philadelphia on 
Sept. 15. The next was the collateral mortgage 
bonds of $28,000, in which W. L. Marcy was ap- 
pointed Referee, and the third was the first 
mortgage bonds of $7,000,000. William L. 
Marcy was appointed Referee for this sale. 

John G, Milburn made a motion on behalf of the 
plaintiff in the case of Henry Martinand Frank- 
lin D. Locke, as Trustees of the first mortgage 
bonds, for an allowance of $2,000 for costs, 
$5,000 for Mr. Locke as Trustee and $7,500 for 
himself as attorney in the case. He said Henry 
Martin was only a nominal Trustee and 
made no claim for his services, and the 
$5,000 asked for by Mr. Locke would not 
go into the pockets of the firm of Rogers, Locke 
& Milburn, but Mr. Locke individually. The 
charge of $7,500 for his legal services, Mr. Mil- 
burn urged, was very reasonable. His fee in 
the case was $10,000, and with the allowance of 
$2,000 for costs he would get about that sum. 
George Zabriskie, the lawyer for the bondholders, 
and E, W. Sheldon, counsel tor the United States 
Trust Company, thought $10,000 was a reason- 
able charge. The court took the matter under 
advisement.

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A BOOM AT BAR HARBOR. 


REAL ESTATE RISING AT MAINE'S SUM- 


MER RESORT. 

BAR Harsor, Me., June 13.—There is a 
great land craze at this popular resort, and 
building lots are selling at fabulous prices. 
Among the men interested in this “boom” are 
the Hon. James G. Blaine, United States Sena- 
tor Eugene Hall, Judge Emery, of the Supremes 
Court of Maine, and others, including several 
prominent business men and politicians of 
Augusta and Portland. In conversation with a 
prominent land broker of this place I learn many 


interesting facts which may cast considerable 
light on the present real estate craze here. This 
gentleman went back to the early histery of the 
island, and cited many important facts concern- 
ing the grant of Louis XIV. of France to De La 
Motte Cadillac of thelsland of Mount Desert. 
“ All the present titles to real estate,” he said, 
“cau be traced back to the original heirs of 
Cadillac, and at this time when land is so valu- 
able a good title is worth the having.” 

Continuing he said: “The old settlers now 
living no doubt look back with a feeling of deep 
regret on lost opportunities. A few hundred 
dollars wisely invested 10 years ago would have 
made the happy possessor a miilionaire to-day. 
Why, think of it! A few years ago only I was 
offered 150 acres of land here fronting on Main- 
street for the small sum of $600. Lrefused to 
buy because I thought at the time $600 was too 
much money to pay for a few old rocks and 
stump. To-day you cannot buy that same land 
under $2. per square foot. About 20 years ago 
the tract of !and which extends from Cromwell's 
Harbor to Great Head was heavily wooded, and 
the owner wanted to sell me the entire strip at 
the low rate of 25 cents peracre. I being then 
a fond disciple of Horace Greeley did nottake up 
the offer, but instead took $40 and went West. 
All of this land is now selling as high as $5,000 
per acre. Lands situated near Otter Creck, 
once thought worthless by their owners except 
for pasturage, are selling for from $3,000 to 
$5,000 per acre.” 

*“ How long, do you think, this craze will last ? 
Will these lands now estimated at such enor- 
mous prices continue to retain their present 
value?”

The large number of men who have in- 
vested thousands of dollars in stately mansions 
here are not going to abandon them or sell them 
out forasong. Soit willnot bestrangeif in avery 
few years land which is selling at Bar Harbor 
10-day for $2 50 per square foot shall command 
$5 per square foot. Bar Harbor seems destined 
to become the queen of Summer resorts.

OBITUARY. 


SEYMOUR L. HUSTED. 

After a severe illness of several weeks, 
Seymour L. Husted, one of the wealthiest men 
in Brooklyn, died yesterday at his home, at 157 
Clinton-avenue. He had been a great sufferer 
from erysipelas and congestion of the liver, and 
his death had been expected hourly since June 1. 

Mr. Husted was 77 years old, and since he set- 
tled in Brooklyn, over 50 years ago, he had been 


at the head of neatly every project to improve 
that city. He was bornin Danbury, Conn., and 
the early death of his father compelled him to 
shift for himself. He went to Brooklyn and be- 
came a driver for the old Myrtle-avenue 
stage iine. He was promoted to be Su- 
perintendent, and soon became a_ atock- 
hoider. He organized what proved to be 
the nucleus of the present Brooklyn 
City Railroad, the largest street railroad com- 
pany inthe world. He was its President from 
1853 to 1855, and Managing Director from that 
year until 1881. He made several fortunes out 
of the road. All his profits Mr. Hustea invested 
in Brooklyn real estate and local corporations, 
including nearly all the banks and insurance 
companies in the city. He was President of the 
Dime Savings Bank from its incorporation until 
his death. He was one of the largest holders of 
Union Ferry Company stock and the securities 
of the old Brooklyn Gaslight Company. Nearly 
all of these companies held meetings yesterday 
and passed resolutions of regret. The Directors 
aud many of the Sa will attend the 
funeral, the date of which has not yet been fixed. 

It was Mr. Husted’s frequent boast that he 
was a self-made man, and believed in self-made 
men. This feeling he demonstrated to a large 
number of young men who sought his advice 
and never obtained it. His invariableanswer to 
such was: ** Young man, you are welcome to any 
information I possess that is of value to you; 
but I never take advice and never giveit. When 
you have studied a subject you must decide for 
yourself.” 

The various charitable institutions in Brooklyn 
have been indebted to Mr. Husted for timely 
assistance, but these gifts were as nothing com- 
pared to the large sums he distributed annually 
through channels of which the public was igno- 
rant. At the celebration of his golden wedding, 
in 1882, every driver and couductor on the lines 
of the Brooklyn City Railroad was an invited 
guest, and after each had been shown over the 
manor and given a glimpse of the costly presents 
received he was presented with a twenty-dollar 
gold piece. Mr. Husted’s fortune is estimated 
in the Assessor’s office at $8,000,000. He leaves 
a widow, four sons, and two daughters. 

Although a stanch Republican, having a 
strong interest in politics, Mr. Husted several 
times refused the Mayoralty nomination. The 
only public position he ever held was that of 
| Bridge Trustee under the Presidency of Henry 
C. Murphy.

He 
was tormerly a merchant in this city connected with 
the East India trade. He was a brother of Robert 
M. Olyphant. He leaves four children, 

Anselme Polycarpe Batbie, the French lawyer 
and statesman, died yesterday in Paris, in the six- 
tieth year of his age. He was a native of Seissau, 
Department of Gers, and studied classics at Auch 
and law at Toulouse. He was created Doctor of Laws 
in 1850, and applied himself to teaching law in con- 
nection with the Faculties of Dijon and Toulouse.’ In 
1857 he became Assistant Professor at Paris. In 
1860, at the request of M. Rouland, Minister of Pub- 
lic Instruction, he visited Belgium, Holland, and 
Germany to study the methods of teaching in those 
countries. He wrote many treatises on law, some of 
which gained him prizes and honors. In 1871 he 
was elected to the National Assembly, and joimed 
the Monarchical Party in opposition to Thiers, and 
after the fall of Thiers M. Batbie was appointed 
Minister of Public Instruction in the Cabinet of the 
Duc de Broglie. In 1875 he was elected a Senator, 
and was one of the leading members of the party 
hostile to the republic. M. Batbie was an officer of 
the Legion of Honor. He was a frequent contribu.

Milk taken from this cow had an 
unpleasant odor, and on microscopical examina- 
tion it was found to contain blood, pus, and 
epithelium. Some of this milk was offered to 
two rabbits. One refused it and the other drank 
about two ounces. After 52 minutes the animal 
vomited and appeared to be sick, but after] six 
hours it recovered. Dr. Martin was informed 
that the milk from this cow was, not sent to the 
creamery, but was fed to hogs. The odor of the milk 
resembled that of the milk which was supposed 
to have caused the sickness at Harlem. It was 
possible that some of the farmers sending milk 
to this creamery have had sick cows, and that 
their milk was sent tothe creamery. It was not 
ascertained that such was the case, but a farmer 
could conceal such a condition of affairs for a 
time atleast. ‘‘ Hoof rot” is not considered a 
dangerous disease. It is quite common in this 
State, and the farmers assert that the milk from
